Originally the matter came within 


the Jurisdiction of congress -because 
authority' was given under the con- 
stitution to raise money-for war pur- 


. .poses, 
,,„«,„. Vast sums were borrowed 
from the American people and bonds 
given In their stead. 
When It came to getting repay- 


ment from European debtors it was a 
matter for congress to handle. A 
commission was created by act of 
congress giving the president the 
power to appoint representatives from 
both houses and making the secretar- 
ies of state, treasury and commerce 
each members of it.

• The commission is not an executive 


body and is responsible to congress 
and not to the president. When its 
agreements were concluded 
these 


were embodied in bills" introduced in 
both houses as amendments to the 
original law which had. set forth the. 
terms by "which the debts with Euro- 
pean countries could be funded. 


Thus a majority vote was' all that 


was needed to amend the law and per- 
mit the commission to accept the 
terms offered by the several

signed by the president could change 
the entire settlement.

European'debtors are bound by for- 


mal ratification of their agreements 
made with the United States and it 
waa stipulated In every case that par- 
liaments should ratify the under- 
standings.

New York Leads Country 


In Shipment Of Exports 


Washington, D. C.—OW—Although 


showing a decline of nearly $8,000,- 
000 from the figur.es for .the same pe- 
riod last year, New York, with $195,- 
510,071'in exports, regained the lead 
from Texas in the outgoing merchan- 
dise 'shipments during the first quar- 
ter of 1926, the commerce depart- 
ment Friday announced. 


Texas exports totalled »128,878,«1S 


for the- quarter, due chiefly to de- 
creased shipments ot cotton and low- 
er prices for that commodity. 
. Total exports for the quarter were 
valued at $1,098.839,243 as compared 
with $1,250,769,000 for the first quar- 
ter of 1925 and $1,381,440,318 for the 
last quarter of that year. 


Of the first ten states in the ex- 


port column, only four, Michigan, 
California, Ohio and Virginia, show- 
ed gains, white New York, -Texas, 


Pennsylvania, Louisiana, New Jer- 
sey, and Illinois suffered losses. 


Michigan's gain, $18.000,000, 
was 


the largest, and helped boost her 
position from eighth to third place, 
while California, with an increase of 
about $8,000.000, rose from sixth to 
fifth position.

The political pot in Wisconsin is boil- 


ing hard; in fact, it is boiling over. Charg- 
es and counter-charges that are purely 
political and that have nothing to do with 
the issues in the campaign are being 
hurled right and left. 
The Ekern-Blaine 


combination is asserting that Zimmerman 
in daring to run for governor has dem- 
onstrated that he is a renegade Progres- 
sive. 
The supporters of the Campbell 


convention nominee, Mr. Perry, are claim- 
ing that conservative Republicans are 
supporting Zimmerman, and are showing' 
some resentment at -Mr. Lenroot for an 
alleged situation in which he obviously 
has no responsibility,. 
John Reynolds, 


candidate for attorney-general by virtue 
of a backroom conference at Madison, is 
telling his rural audiences what "Bob 
once said to me when he was in Green 
Bay."' etc., and asserting that because 
some newspapers opposed to overthrow- 
ing constitutional government are favor- 
able to Mr. Zimmerman's candidacy, 
there is a nigger in the woodpile. If there 
is. Mr. Reynolds' superior complex ought 
to ferret it out. And so it goes. The can- 
didates are all het up. 
-How strangely 


politicians are concerned about delin- 
quencies of others! 


As a matter of fact, the upheaval- in 


. the Progressive , organization is opera 


bouffe. 
The leaders are fighting among 


themselves for the plums that may fall to 
those who control "Wisconsin's politics 
in the name of the late Senator LaFol- 
lette. 
AVhat these contenders lack in 


brains they are making up in noise. All 
of them put together would not fill one of 
the late senator's shoes in point of capaci- 
ty for public service. Mr. Elaine has tried 
to make it appear that he is more worthy 
than the others of the mantle of La Fol- 
lette power, but the denunciations and op- 


. position he is receiving from Progressive 


leaders and the Progressive mouthpiece, 
the Madison Capital Times, jeopardize his 
ambition. 


Out of the contention and fur-pulling 


the cards seem to indicate Mr. Ekern will 
be nominated for governor. Mr. Perry is 
out of the running, as is Mr. Smith and 
the Democratic nominee.

merman "could get enough conservative

but the conservatives are in a position 
where they do not know what to do.

good many of them will stay away from 
the polls on primary day and others will 
languidly cast a ballot for the convention 
nominee. 
Mr. Zimmerman has the best 


platform of any of the Progressive candi- 
dates, but he is for the 1922 La Follette 
national platform, which demands in- 
creased federal and state income and in- 
heritance taxes, the initiative, referendum 
and recall, repeal of the Esch-Cummins 
railway 
law. 
and 
opposes ihe pres- 


ent modest expenditures for military and 
naval purposes. They all stand on that 
platform, however, including a plank 
which would permit congress <o override 
the supreme court and. therefore, nullify 
constitutional guarantees. 
Of course, it 


may or may not mean much to them! 
There is probably not a plank in it that 
would not be sacrificed by any one of 
them to keep office, or to secure office. 
Furthermore, there is nothing in the plat- 
form that can be particularly harmful in 
state 
government, because it applies 


mainly to the federal government. 
The 


Wisconsin Progressive platform of 1022 
is a guide to vote-getting rather than to 
deeds. 


We think Mr. Ekern particularly is of 


the species that barks loudly and bites 
softly. It is a frequent comment among 
conservative 
Republicans that 
Ekcru 


would make a good governor, that he is 
a straight-shooter, etc. We think this is 
a fair opinion and that in state govern- 
ment he would do well; certainly he 
would be a great improvement over 
Blaine. 
His views on national policies 


are of minor consequence, and of course 
much that he says on such subjects is 
merely for effect. 
Moreover. Mr. Ekern 


has made, a capable attorney-general, and 
the people have a much higher opinion of 
his ability than when he entered that of- 
fice. 
His alliance with Blaine is one of 


mutual accommodation, but it is not nat- 
ural and it is not likely to last. 
Fun- 


damentally they arc rivals and they have 
been near to a break in-the past. In fhe 
end Ekcrn will outstrip Blaine, for the 
simple reason that Blaine lacks both the 
qualities and the record that can keep him 
in public confidence. 
Mr. Zimmerman's 


contention 
that 
the Issue in the cam- 


paign is the "Madison ring" is sound, 
and true Progressives and conscientious 
citizens are with him on this point, but if 
Blaine alone were defeated would not the 
ring be smashed? 


Mr. Blaine's nomination and election 


as senator would be a public calamity, 
and detrimental to the Progressive cause. 
Ekern's election as governor should not 
be viewed with apprehension or dismay 
by even conservatives. 
He wovrfd prob- 


ably make a great deal better governor 
than they are willing to concede. For 
that matter, so would Zimmerman. But if 
we take a disinterested view of 'the elec- 
tion, we have to deal with probabilities, 
and probabilities point to Ekern. 


fact. 
If the new premier can develop a 


spirit of cooperation in his ministry, he 
will probably have the support of the 
chamber of deputies. Leading up to this, 
he.has given representation in his cabinet 
to the more important political groups. 
Possibly the weakest of his proposals is 
that it solicits the taxpayers in a spirit of 
patriotism to advance as large a portion of 
their income for 1927 as may be possible. 


Fraiue has tried out every shade of po- 


litical opinion in a vain effort to attain 
solvency. 
She has gone back to one of 


her strongest leaders, and the fact that 
she barely escaped an actual dictatorship 
will tend to increase the public confidence 
in Poincare. 
If his counsel and lead- 


ership are rejected, the future is indeed 
dark. 
This will be another contributing 


factor toward making him the man of des- 
tinv in this critical hour.

THE POINCARE MINISTRY 


"With truly admirable aplomb Ray- 


mond Poincare. former 
president of 


France, has remained1 in the background 
throughout the long series of cabinets 
•which Jias been formed and as quickly 
dissolved. 
He has 
seen his country 


brought to the verge of ruin by the ma- 
chinations of bloc politics, running •wild; 
he has seen France brought to the very 
brink of financial insolvency through 
gross mismanagement and the lack of a 
strong man at the helm: he has seen 
France approaching, step by step, the nec- 
essity of a dictatorship. 


But Poindfre" "was thinkinggand plan- 


ning. He -assumed the role of*pectator 
and he analyzed the situation closely,. He 
saw the fundamental defects in the minis- 
tries whicnX-fe.il-. like ten pins. 'It was 
' 
•* * 
that the finance minister, no matter how 
sound his finances were in principle, could 
do but litfle, unless the premier happened 
to agree witi him"—which never happened. 
So he said to Himself. "If they ever call 
-?- 
on me. I shall be_both premier and finance 
minister." 


And so he did. 
They called on him. 


after the country had been brought to the 
edge of the abyss and today the name of 
Poincare is on every Frenchman's lips. 
They remember him as an able president. 
They see him now as a dynamic man with 
a purpose, -with a plan, a'nd with the will 
and enthusiasm to put it over. 


France has a dictator. He is Raymond 


Poincare. but he sits in the saddle of pow- 
er on the side of law and order and tradi- 
tion. He would rescue France in spite of 
herself. His ministry, compounded of the 
representatives of all factions as a coali- 
tion ''Sacred Crusade" is significant evi- 
dence of the style in which Poincare has 
decided to work out the salvation of the 
French republic. 


Poincarc'.s brief outline of his program 


shows that he does not propose to rely 
upon any mysterious or novel method to 
rescue France from financial chaos. 
He 


knows there is'no short-cut panacea for 
saving the franc. 
He therefore proposes 


'" fin what is clearly-required. 
He will 


not make a capital levy, although he im- 
nu-diately recognizes the necessity for in- 
creasing taxation. This he will do by in- 
direct levies, and here he is in conform- 
ity with French policy. He is opposed 
to external loans, believing that France 
has within itself the resources for its own 
recovery. In short, there is nothing in his 
policy which differs essentially from those 
that have causc-1 the downfall of so many 
ministries. France must go to work and 
save and pay. 
"What his predecessors 


may not have been able to obtain from the 
chamber of deputies and in public confi- 
dence, it is not improbable Poincare -will 
receive. To what extent he is successful 
will be a question of psychology rather 
than public measures. 


It has been said that the crux of the 


situation in France is political and not 
administrative, and we think this is the

Extracts from his mother's letter: 
"Our 
little son (or rather our tall, slender son) is 


13 years old. He Is a healthy specimen now. though 
he was a delicate appearing baby, and I've always 
been particular about his food and his rest, but 
I've never bothered about ^drafts or wet feet or 
heavy clothing.
